troubles, For as hee was reputcd in 
thoſe dayes a gteat Phycitian for the 
body, who cured all diſcafes: 1o is he 
for the ſoule too, to heale all our miz 
ſeries. 3. For Chriſts part, though he 
loued Lazarws, yet hee doth not pre- 
ſently come to-cure him, bur ſuffers 
him todye. Hee abode two dayes in 
the place where hee was, till Lazarus 
was dead: from whence wee may 
note, that Chriſt ſuffers the euill of af 
fliftion to come pon his ſeraants whom 
hee loues, rather then preuents itwith 
ace; andthen alſo he doth not pre- 
entlyrelicuechem, but ſuffers them 
to'ſcnd and pray, as theſe Siſters did 
here: andas Job wreſtled with God, 
and Saint Paul prayed thrive, And 
chis he doth for diuers cauſes, bothto - 
manifeſt our graceand his glory. Our 
faith and loue to himby this meanes 
will expreſſe themſelues the more: 
and this alſo will more manifeſt his 
glory inbringing downe to Hell and

to life. If Chriſt had come at the firſt 
and healed his fickneflc, an ordinary 
Phyſitian haply could haue done as 
much: butthaugh hertarry long, yer 
at laſt heecomesand ſhewes the gra- 
cious light of his countenance v 
vs: fo that now you ſhall heare 
with comfortable words, ſpeaking 
both to his Apoſtles in private, and 
afterward to the Siſters when they 
come to meet him: to his Apoſtles 
hefaith, Our friend Lazarms ſleepeth : 
ſo that sf wee cam get friendfbip with 
Chr:ſt, onr death ſhall bee but a(leepe, 
and Chriſt will certainely awake vs 
from it at thereſurre&tion of the iuſt, 
So Chriſt goes forward to the houſe 
of mourning, where the Iewes were 
comforting the Siſters for the death 
of their brother Lazerws.- But they 
were like Racbe/ mourning for her 
children, they refuſed to hee comforted 
becauſe their brother [42armw was 


not, When Marthehcard that Chit

Andthat ſhemay not doubt of it, hee 
addes, Thar he will bring it topaſle, 
notonely for Lezzeres, but for all o- 
ther deceaſed inthe faith : and there- 
fore he ſayes, I am the reſurreition and 
the life, he that beleeueth in me, though 
be were dead, yet ſhall be line; and 
ſoexer lineth and beleeueth in mee ſhell
